BOROUGH PROMISES 
TO CONTROL DOGS 



Will Enforce Law Requiring 

Leashing or Muzzling 

of Animals. 



FINES ARE PROVIDED 



: A vigorous campaign against un- 
leashed and unmuzzled dogs is to 
be waged by the borough authori- 
ties, through the police, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Burgess 
Henry A. Frye. 

The drive to control the canines 
is backed up by an ordinance 23 
years old. In August, 1903, Coun- 
cil, of which J. C. Simpson was 
then president, provided that 
from June 1 to October 1, each 
year, "No dog shall be allowed to 
run at large in the borough of Nar- 
berth without being sufficiently 
muzzled to prevent it from biting 
persons or animals." 

A penalty of $5 is provided for 
violation of the act, in addition to 
a provision that the offending 
animal may be nabbed by a dog 
catcher, to be recovered only by 
the payment of additional costs. 

So many complaints have been 
received by the authorities that 
efforts are to be made to enforce 
the law strictly. For many years 
residents •■ have complained of a 
multitude' of apparently uncon- 
trolled dogs running at large, tear- 
ing. up lawns and flower beds, fight- 
ing, snapping at passers-by, over- 
turning garbage pails— in fact, dcing 
every annoying and dangerous 
thing of which a dog is capable. 

Campaigns from time to time by 
State employees have served to curb 
■the nuisance, but this year the 
burgess has promised strict police 
measures. 

: All dogs must either be under 
leash, or muzzled. In addition j 
that a license must have been 
secured. Council and the police are 
checking up on unlicensed and 1111- 
•!c?.shed- dogs, and summary action 
is promised. 1 

■ Signs, warning residents of the 
campaign, are being posted through- 
out the borough, and every effort 
; will be made to abate the nuisance 
this summer. ■- -

Township and Narberth Will 

Back Taxi Men in Second 

Hearing Today 



18 FROM HERE PROTEST 



Another hearing on the applica- 
tion of the Yellow Taxicab Com- 
pany of the P. R. T. for a certifi- 
cate to operate in Philadelphia and 
vicinity was held in Philadelphia 
City Hall yesterday. At this the 
30 independent cab operators w"ho 
opposed the extension of the city 
company's franchise to the sub- 
urbs were reinforced by legal rep- 
resentatives of Lower Merion 
township and the borough of Nar- 
berth, who have joined them in 
their protest. 

The cab company at the pre- 
vious hearing declared it had 
many calls to go 'out into the sub- 
urbs, and that its deisre for a 
franchise permitting operation 
outside of Philadelphia was mere- 
ly to allow it to get '"return pas- 
sengers" and eliminate one-way 
hauls. 

Both the Lower Merion com- 
mission and the Narberth Council, 
at meetings last week, declared 
that satisfactory service was now 
being rendered by local owners, 
and that bstside competition was 
unwarranted;. The borough Coun- 
cil, in a lengthy resolution, went 
further and declared that it would 
not grant additional permits for 
taxi stands in the Narberth busi- 
ness centre because it would add 
to .traffic congestion. It also ex- 
pressed an opinion that "drivers 
of a large outside corporation, re- 
gardless of their personal integ- 
rity," would require more polic- 
ing than resident owners who 
were personally known. 

At the hearing yesterday E. S. 
Iiiggins, of Cynwyd, vice-presi- 
dent of the Yellow Cab Company, 
produced records which, attempt- 
ed to show a large demand for 
Yellow service in this section. 

Frank Harrigan, of Cynwyd, is 
attorney for the 30 suburban in- 
dependent operators who are pro- 
testing the Yellow Cab extension. 
Of this number IS are from Low- 
er Merion and Narberth. Included 
among the protesting owners are 
the Suburban Cab Company, of 
Ardmore; the Narberth TaxJ 
Company, Patrick Donohue, also 
of —Narberth ;_.

SEEKS RARE PLANTS 

V<r. Walter St'eckbec!:, Wayne 
avenue, accompanied by his wife 
and son, Waldo, are on a three 
wet^' trip tu Virginia, North and 
South Carolina. It is hoped that 
many plants of interest will be 
found and brought back for the 
University of Pennsylvania collec- 
tion. The main object of the trip 
is the further study of the "Venus 
Fly Trap," a plant which has fre- 
quently been designated the "most 
remarkable plant in the world." 

The plant called "Dionaea Mu- 
scipula" by the scientists is found 
native in a small area near the 
coast around the City of Wilming- 
ton, N. C. The southern limit of 
distribution extends into. South 
Carolina. Here John Bartram, 
America's first and most illustri- 
ous botanist, found the plant in 
1744 while on a collecting trip in 
the capacity as the King's Botan- 
ist. 

Dionaea is unique in its insect- 
catching habit and also for its re- 
stricted distribution. Attempts 
have been made to transfer the 
plant to other parts of the world, 
but with no success. Even under 
favorable green house conditions 
poor results are obtained. With the 
rapid growth of Wilmington and 
other smaller towns in the area 
of "Venus Fly Trap" habitat the 
plant will very likely become ex- 
tinct in time.

Vare spent more money in Mont- 
gomery county in his vain attempt 
to beat the Johnson organization at 
the recent primaries than did the 
Pepper-Fisher forces, reports filed 
by campaign committees at Norris- 
town, reveal. 

Vare forces collected a total of 
$19,500 in this county, but $5000 of 
this came from Thomas F. Watson, 
chairman of the Philadelphia Vare- 
Beidleman-James Woodward Com- 
mittee. A surplus remains, accord- 
ing to committee returns, as expen- 
ses totaling $17,168.76 were in- 
curred. 

The Pepper-Fisher Committee 
spent $15,886, while receipts from 
contributions totaled $6555. De- 
ficits amounting to $7000 were made 
up by bank loans. 

The Pinchot-for-Senator Com- 
mittee spent $1874.04, of which sum 
$1580 was contributed by William 
S. Buckland, county Pinchot leader. 
Ludlow Spent $2827. 

The campaign of Benjamin H. 
Ludlow, of Ardmore, defeated can- 
didate for State Senator, cost 
$3414.52, other reports filed at Nor- 
ristown show. Of this total, $28)7.- 
52 was spent by Mr. Ludlow him- 
self; "The remaining $587 vv-aS Ex- 
pended by a campaign committee' of 
which John S. Wilson was treas- 
urer. 

The Republican Organization 
Committee, formed by Deputy Au- 
ditor General Charles Johnson, 
which supported the Pepper-Fisher- 
Boyd ticket, filed a report of its ex- 
penses through Robert C. Miller, 
treasurer. It is shown the receipts 
of contributions totaled $6555. The 
expenditures were $13,934.32, while 
unpaid bills total $1952.50 addition- 
al. Deficits to the amount of $7000 
were made up by bank loans. 

The amount spent in getting out 
of the vote totaled $7286.62, and 
the balance was spent for station- 
ery, printing, postage, etc.

Completion. 

TACKLE WINDSOR NEXT 



The work of re-surfacing parts 
of Narberth avenue is proceeding at 
a rapid pace. During the past week 
the monthly ash collections and 
rainy weather has held up the job, 
but with the workmen released from 
the collections it is hoped that the 
paving may be finished in good time. 

The first stretch, from Haverford 
to Windsor avenue, was finished two 
weeks ago, and opened to traffic. 
.The entire old surface, which was 
in very bad shape, was removed and 
a new water-bound macadam top 
put on. 

The new street policy, adopted 
with the loan paving last year, was 
followed. Instead of constructing 
a separate gutter, that part of the 
street was made continuous with the 
traffic section, with the result, that 
several extra feet have been added 
to the useful width of the street. 

This same plan is being used in 
the part now under construction — 
from Woodbine avenue to Mont- 
gomery. The first half of this, from 
Price to Woodbine, is practically 
finished, and the rest will be tackled 
in a short time. 

No work will be done on the in- 
termediate stretch, from Windsor to 
Woodbine, partly because of lack of 
funds, and partly because that part 
is not in as bad shape. 

The work is being done by the 
borough, under direction of Street 
Commissioner George B. Suplee, be- 
cause of the economy effected. It 
is hoped that several thousand dol- 
lars will be cut from the contrac- 
tor's estimate. A part of Windsor 
avenue will also be repaved this 
year. 

In order to keep the taxes down, 
the resurfacing job was divided be- 
tween the budgets of two years, and. 
provisions will be made fcr finish-*''' 
ing the work in 1927. 

REINSTATEMENT OF POLICIES 

Five-Year Level — Premium Offered 
to World War Veterans. 

Answering a flood of inquiries 
from local World War veterans pro- 
duced by conflicting rumors of new 
insurance legislation, H. J. Crosson, 
Philadelphia Regional Manager of 
the U. S. Veterans' Bureau, an- 
nounced today that the bill signed 
this week by President Coolidge has 
extended for one year the final date 
upon which war risk insurance pol- 
icies could be reinstated and con- 
verted to permanent form. The final 
date therefor becomes July 2, 1927. 
The necessity of this extension in 
order to avoid an injustice to all 
concerned is demonstrated by the 
results of Mr. Crosson's educational 
campaign about Government insur- 
ance during the past six months. 
During this period $9,250,000 in 
Government policies were placed 
among ex-service men in the Phila- 
delphia metropolitan area as against 
only $2,2500,000 in the six months 
immediately preceding. In addition 
over 4000 men thus aroused re- 
ceived full information as a result 
of personal application. 

Mr. Crosson said he was advised 
by the Assistant Director in Charge 
of Insurance at the Veterans' 
Bureau at Washington that the new 
law aso authorizes a five-year level- 
premium term policy, exchangeable 
within the five-year period for other 
forms of level-premium life or en- 
dowment policies.

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USE OF INSECTICIDES 

AND SPRAYS EXPLAINED 

Local Chemist Discusses Useful Anti- 
bug Mixtures. 



The following article on the prepara- 
tion and use of sprays and nisecticides 
appeared in the current issue of The 
Bulletin of Plwrmacy. It is of general 
interest and is reprinted for the infor- 
mation of our readers. The author is 
F. W. E. Stedem, of Koch's Drug 
Store: , . , 

Let us begin with a list of the drugs 
and chemicals useful in pest control 
that are, or can be, carried by the 
average retail druggist in his ordinary 
stock. 

Heading the list, at least in the 
alphabetical, sense are the arsenical 
preparations: arsenic tnoxide, cal- 
cium arsenate, copper arsenate (.fans 
green), and lead arsenate. Next come 
borax and sodium perborate, carbon 
disulphide, copper sulphate, copper 
carbonate, formaldehyde gasoline, 
kerosene, lime, lime sulphide, para- 
dichlorbenzene, powdered white helle- 
bore, powdered tobacco (made from 
the leaves and stems or sweepings 
from the cigar roller's bench), pyreth- 
rum roseum (ordinary insect pow- 
der), quassia, sodium fluoride, sulphur, 
rosin. 

All these items, and a host of others 
that will suggest themselves as a re- 
sult of investigation and experiment, 
are used in the preparation of products 
that will aid in the extermination o 
both household pests and those that 
infest the plants and shrubs of the 
outside garden. 

For getting rid of that most trouble- 
some of all invaders, the Cimex lectu- 
larious, as it is termed scientifically, 
or the bedbug, as it is comtnonnly 
known, the least dangerous agent to 
use is powdered pyrethrum. This 
substance is to be found on the mar- 
ket in numerous copyrighted pack- 
ages. Pyrethrum is also effective 
against ants, roaches and other crawl- 
ing pests that may invade the home. 
The powder is used by spraying or 
blowing into cracks and crevices. 

As a liquid application, solution of 
bichloride of mercury has been popu- 
lar, but on account of the danger re- 
sulting from having such deadly ma- 
terial about is not to be recommended. 
Equally good results can be had with 
comman table salt, or basoline or 
kerosene. Mixtures of borax and 
sugar, or sodium perborate, or sodium 
fluoride are likewise useful in com- 
bating the invaders. 

Thoroughness Is Essential. 

To do a thorough job of ridding 
the premises of bedbugs, systematic 
procedure is required. The first thing 
to do is to make sure that the wall 
paper is not loose or broken or crack- 
ed and that all cracks in the walls are 
properly filled with plaster of Paris, 
for if such conditions prevail no 
amount of bed-renovating will be of 
any use. The next step is to put out 
all fires and then treat the whole in- 
terior of the house to a good bath of 
kerosene or gasoline. Quantities of 
the fluid should be sloshed into all 
the cracks in the walls, base boards 
and flooring. 

Now we are ready for the beds, and 
the most effective and least danger- 
ous way to treat them, if they are 
wooden ones, is with a hot solution of 
common table salt of such concen- 
tration as to leave a distinct coating 
of salt in the various cracks and cre- 
vices where the bug could house and 
breed. If the beds are of metal, slosh 
them well with gasoline or kerosene, 
and when dry apply powdered pyreth- 
rum liberally. This treatment will 
keep the beds from further invasion. 

In other words, get the bugs out 
and keep them out. 

Ant are another source of annoy- 
ance in the home, and an old country 
precaution for protecting the refri- 
gerator and . sideboard from invasion 
is to place under each leg of these a 
shallow vessel or tin partly filled with 
water. The ant does not like to swim, 
so when he crawls up the side of the 
vessel and sees an ocean in his way 
Tie simply backs down and tries other 
fields for his foraging. In some lo- 
calities it is the custom to put a 
sweetened solution of arsenic or co- 
balt in the tin vessel, to which cus- 
tom I strongly object, for the reaso\ 
that this same sweetened poisonous 
solution is equally dangerous to chil- 
dren and household pets. 

For Crawling Pests. 

When the house is generally invaded 
by ants, the various cracks under the 
base boards and the open places about 
the kitchen sink should be kept well 
dusted with a mixture of powdered 
sugar and borax, sugar and sodium 
perborate, sodium fluoride, or pow- 
dered pyrethrum. If the conditions 
permit, it is advisable to put a fairly 
heavy line of asphaltum varnish or a 
heavy Tanglefoot just inside of the 
open places. The ant will find himself 
well stuck up and his further useful- 



ness as an ant will be ended. This 
same line of treatment is effective for 
roaches and thousand-leggers. 

Spiders in the house must be dis- 
couraged by means of broom and dust 
cloth, unless the house can be closed 
and fumigated. 

Now for a consideration of the out- 
of-doors problem, the spraying against 
leaf-chewing and sap-sucking pests 
and those minute scale pest that are 
the bane of perennials, both of the 
ornamental and usefully profitable 
varieties. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture, and also the different 
State ■ colleges and universities, issue 
bulletins on the subject of plant and 
tree pests, and always recommend a 
proper spray for each of the multitu- 
dinous conditions. Their recommenda- 
tions are invariably reliable and good, 
but the remedies suggested are fre- 
quently not made use of for the reason 
that the average tree or flower owner 
is appalled by the complexity of the 
formulas involved. He is driven for 
convenience sake to the florist, where 
the material needed is offered for sale 
in a convenient can to be diluted as 
wanted. The florist or seedman gets 
the business and banks the profits 
simply because the druggist is over- 
looking a bet. 

Methods of Spraying. 

Sprays may be divided into two 
general classes: those intended for 
use on growing plants and vegetables 
and those used during the dormant 
season from late fall to early spring. 

Dormant sprays are suitable for ap- 
plication to perennials of all kinds, use- 
ful or beautiful or both, and this in- 
cludes fruit trees of all varieties and 
other plants hardy enough to renew 
their life season after season and year 
after year without death to the stem 
part of the plant. 

Dormant spraying is just as neces- 
sary for plant life as dental cleaning 
of the teeth is necessary for the human 
being. 

Perhaps the best of all dormant 
sprays is the old reliable lime and 
salt and sulphur solution, a formula 
for which will be given later. For 
scale diseases such as oyster shell or 
San Jose scale, the spray should be 
used after the perennial has been well- 
scraped, or on larger trees scrubbed 
with a wire or steel brush. 

And now for a brief discussion of 
those pest which afflict plant life in 
the spring and summer when the 
plant is active. 

Aphis is an intolerable and dis- 
figuring pest at best. It is usually seen 
as a minute green-colored bug, very 
soft and tender, and present in un- 
believable numbers. They not only 
disfigure the plant but actually de- 
stroy young tender shoots, and by 
their activities retard growth and 
sometimes kill. 

These pests should be gone after m 
th° early evening just before sundown 
or/early in the morning before the sun 
is high. They may be combated by 
wishing or spraying, with soap in 
sofution, or with an alkaline mixture 
of quassia and soap, or a mixture of 
infusions of pyrethrum and soap. Com- 
mence early in the season and spray 
industriously until they disappear 
(about June 15), and then again on 
their reappearance in September. 

Ants are a garden nuisance as well 
as a household pest. Their activities 
outside the house can be controlled by 
pouring a solution of carbon disulp- 
hide or gasoline down the tunnels and 
shafts of the colony, the entrance to 
which can easily be discovered by 
gently breaking aside the heaps of 
soil that cover them. 

Leaf-eating insects are best -dis- 
couraged by sprays of arsenic. There 
are many combinations of arsenic 
available, and all of them are useful. 
Arsenic alone is not satisfactory be- 
cause it is liable to burn the foliage 
it is intended to protect. 

In connection with arsenic we must 
remember the difference between leaf- 
eating pests and sap-sucking pests. The 
leaf-eater is to be poisoned by what 
he eats, while the sap-sucker must be 
gotten at by choking or smothering 
him to death. 

There are many fungus and rust dis- 
eases that torment plant life, and on 
these we lay down the general rule 
that to have healthy, flourishing 
plants we should not wait for disease 
to appear, but should forestall it by 
preventive measures. Our knowledge 
of plant life has not progressed to the 
point of vaccination against disease, 
and we must dust and wash and spray 
as often as necessary, and in a manner 
that will kill if the pests are present or 
prevent them if their presence is im- 
minent. 

All fruit trees and hardy shrubs 
should be treated with a dormant 
spray twice during the dormant sea- 
son. One application can be made 
within three weeks after the leaves 
drop in the fall and the second spray- 
ing may be in February or March be- 
fore the buds are out in full. 

For grdwing plants and vegetables 
the indicated remedies should be used 
for as long a time as needed, which 
means all season, for we not only want 
to kill the invaders but want to pre- 
vent them from reproducing their 
kind for the next season. 

All powders used to kill or dis- 
courage bugs and insects must be 
used in the dry state, and are to be ap- 
plied only when the sun is up and 
leaves dry. They are never to be 
used immediately before or immedi- 
ately after a rain. Included in the 
list of dry sprays are Paris green, mix- 
tures of Paris green and lime and 
flour, tabacco dust, quassia-flour, and 
oowdered pyrethrum. 
To Kill Aphis or Other Sap-Sucking 
Insects. 

Soap 1 pound. 

Infusion of quassia % to 1 gallon 

Infusion of pyrethrum (1 to 20) 
may be used in place of quassia. The 
amount of infusion used depends on 
the tenderness of the plant to be treat- 
ed. This wash is to be applied early 
in the morning or late in evening be- 
fore sundown; never when the sun is 
high. 



For dry treatment of aphis use 
cither one part of finely powdered 
quassia diluted with nine parts of flour, 
or powdered pyrethrum diluted in the 
same proportion, or tabacco dust. 
Lime, Sulphur and Salt Wash. 

Lime 2 pounds. 

Sulphur l l / 2 pounds. 

Salt 1 pound. 

Water 4 gallons. 

Boil the lime and sulphur together 
with a gallon of the water, and when 
combined add the rest of the water and 
salt. Can be made in concentrated 
from, if desired, and diluted at the 
time of application. Effective as a 
dormant spray. 
Dry Treatment of Leaf -Eating Pests 

Paris green 1 part. 

Powdered lime 6 parts. 

Mix. To be applied early in the 
morning. Suitable for potatoes, cu- 
cumbers and other vegetables, but not 
for roses and other flowers. 

t:ale on Potatoes and Other Tubers. 
owdered sulphur 1 part. 

Charcoal 1 part. 

The moistened potatoes are to be 
rubbed in this powder before plant- 
ing. 

A liquid preparation for the same 
purpose is made from, solution of 
formaldehyde colored with tincture 
of cudbear. One pint is diluted with 
ten gallons of water and potatoes 
washed in the mixture before plant- 
ing. 

Rust or Fungus Diseases. 
Lime 6 pounds- 
Copper sulphate 6 pounds. 

Lead arsenate 1 pound. 

Water, enough to make . . ">0 gallons. 

Slake the lime and set aside. Dis- 
solve the copper sulphate in part of 
the water and mix with the slaked 
lime. Then add the lead arsenate and 
the balance of the water. Strain care- 
fully. 

For plain bordeaux mixture omit the 
arsenate. 

This preparation can be made in 
concentrated form and sold subject to 
dilution on use. It is useful in treat- 
ing rust and fungus diseases, black 
spot on roses, and in the control of 
leaf-eating pests. 

To Protect Trees. 

Rosin 1 pound. 

Castor oil 1 pound. 

Melt the rosin and mix with the 
oil. 

This preparation is used to encircle 
tree trunks to prevent leaf-eating 
crawlers from getting up into the 
foliage.

Library's Volume Contains Work's 
New Rules for Game. 

"Work on Auction Bridge" is a 
book that has paid its way at the 
Community Library ever since it 
was put on the shelves. There 
was never a doubt that it rilled a 
widespread and constant local de- 
mand. Therefore, there was dis- 
may in the minds of the library 
staff when it was learned last win- 
ter that Work had revised his 
rules and, with possible deliberate 
intent, had obsoleted to a certain 
degree all of his previous books 
of rules. 

The library was short of _ funds 
as usual and there was hesitation 
about buying a new book and dis- 
carding the old one, especially 
when it was recognized that Mr 
Work could force such a situation 
every year if he cared to do so 
At this point, Miss Anna Mac- 
Keag, president of the Library As- 
sociation and a valued member of 
the librarian's staff, stepped for- 
ward with a solution. 

Miss MacKeag, who is herself 
a bridge enthusiast, said that 
Work's new rules were concerned 
mostly with a simplification of the 
value of honor cards in relation to 
suits, assigning to each suit, the 
same value, Miss MacKeag, there- 
fore, suggested that the insertion 
of a new score card in the library's 
present volume would bring it 
down to date and save the expense 
of a new book. That was done 
arid local bridge players, who have 
since consulted the book, have 
pronounced it entirely satisfac- 
tory. 

This incident is a typical illus- 
tration of the resourceful charac- 
ter of Miss MacKeag's work in 
the library. Her wide knowledge 
on many subjects and careful atr 
tention to numberless details and 
requests from readers are import- 
ant factors in the present service, 
which the library is giving to the 
people of Narberth, and it is gen- 
erally regretted that illness is at 
present interrupting her work 
there.
